AN UNJUST LAW AND ITS EFFECTS,

Ix the State of Tennessee, infamous by the Wunder 
of Latter-day Saints within its borders, a law has recently been passed, the 
first section of which makes it unlawful for any person to teach others the 
doctrines or principles of polygamy, and the second section further forbids 
any person to induce others, by words or otherwise, to embrace or adopt 
polygamy, or to emigrate to another State or Territory of the United States 
for the purpose of embracing, adopting, or practicing the same, The penalty 
for either of these offenses is fine, or fine and imprisonment; the. fine not to 
exceed $500, and the imprisonment not to exceed two years at hard labor. 3 

It: is eusy to see that in the hands. of a community prejudiced against the 
Latter-day Saints, this Jaw is capable of the most infamous abuses, and 
virtually amounts to the probibition of free speech, so far: as their doctrines 
are concerned.

We left Salt Lake City on the 10th of June, 1884, and, after 9,tedions, yorage of, 
fifty-four days, arrived in Calcutta, August lat, and commenced our labors under the 
supervision of Elder Wm. Willes, our worthy President, and an old East Indian mission- 
ary. We labored diligently, preaching and distributing tracts, and on the first of 
Ootober Brother Willes tock a trip to Rangoon, British Burmah, Wists tb mat wits 
little success, and where we joined him, in November and December. Brother Willes 
then thought it was time for us to turn our faces homeward, and accordingly, on the 18th. 
of December, he started for Utah, leaving word with us to follow as soon as wa could; but 
the Lord saw fit to detain us, and now we feel to rejoice over it, as we have the honor of 
being assigned to a new field by the authorities in Zion, I can assure you, ‘Brother, 
Wells, that we shall be thankful to get out of this ungodly and ‘corrupt’ land, where we 
hive sown thé Gospel seed; but, I am afraid, on barren ground. However, the Lord's 

will shall be done, in all things. Blessed be His holy name, is our motto; we are His 
servants, and feel proud of the situation and desire to remain faithful to Him at all costa. 

My health has been very poor, but I hope it will improve as.soon, as we get on the 
ocean. The weather is something dreadful in this country; we are now tortured with 
what is called the hot season, and I should say it was rightly named, for. it ig dr . fully 
hot; it is almost impossible to take any comfort, whatever, night or day. a 

We leave here (p. v.) on the 10th of June, per S. &. Cathay; for Ceylon, sist eases we 

change to the S. S. Carthage for Melbourne, and from there ‘we shall ‘have to depend 
upon the Lord to open the way for us to New Zealand, and we do nat intend to borrow 
any trouble about it, feeling satisfied that we shall get to our destination all right. _

n A may be now to some, the teaching of the Gospel, for many years past, has been

them, I thought it prudent from the advice given by our worthy President of the 
Mission—to break up new fields of labor and sound the Gospel — in the ears of 
who lad agyer yet heard it. 

Actuated by the spirit, and the experience of last summer, in ‘company with L. 1 
Nuttall, I was led to send two Elders, viz: L. J. and R. J. Nuttall, to this part, princi- 
pally located in Barrow-in-Furness and Dalton-in-Furness, to endeavor, with the 
een een soe to make an opening once more and win souls unto Christ. 
Aocording to my desire, on the 15th of May, they left the town of Preston and 
sought their new field of labor, where they are working diligently, delivering tracts in 
the lesser villages, and holding open-air meetings in the larger towns. As a result, they 
get large meetings, good attention and, at the close, generally opposition from local 
7 who are afraid of their flock going astray and becoming contaminated with 
_ *Mormonism.’ After holding three open-air meetings in Barrow-in-Furness, they were 
challenged to an open-air discussion by a Wesleyan superintendent of schools, the subject 
being: ‘Does the Bible sanction polygamy” Brother L. J. Nuttall accepted the challenge 
and arranged to meet him on the eve of the 27th ult., at the Fountain in the central 
part of the town. At the time appointed they met, selected a chairman and began their 
argument, before a concourse of over a thousand people. The Elders were successful in 
carrying their point to the satisfaction of the majority present; so I was informed by a 
number who had listened with great interest, and marveled at the abundance of proof and 
_sledge-hammer blows dealt out by the Elders against their epponents. This, I think, 
will make their path smoother, as no one will dare to meet them on fair ground—the 
clerical community will not. 
On the 30th ult., Melvin D. Wells and I sailed from the Inle of Man to Barrow. On 
the following day, Sunday, the Elders joined us, and at 7-30 p.m, we went to the 
fountain to hold meeting, but were detained some time on account of there being some 
ecture} of the stand, who were lecturing more on politics than
